Convicts Kill Two Guards and Blow 


Up the Penitentiary Gate. 


RUNNING FIGHT IN STREET

Engage a Posse In a Battle With 


Guns and Two Fall Wounded, One 
Mortally, Before They Surrender, 
Jefferson City the Scene of a Sen- 
sational Affair—Men's Records.

Jefferson City, Mo, Nov. 25.—Four 


convicts made a dash from the state 
penitentiary, and as a result three 
men are dead and two wounded. The 
dead: John Clay, gatekeeper; E. Alii 
son, 
officer of the commissary depart- 


ment; 
Hiram Blake, convict from 


Grundy county. Wounded: 
Deputy 


Warden R. E See; Harry Vaughn, 
convict, St. Louis. George Ryan and 
Charles Raymond were recaptured 
unhurt. 


E. Allison and Gateman Clay were 


encountered at wagon gate and shot 
dead. 
The convicts rushed through, 


slammed the gate shut and fastened 
it on the inside. They were then in 
the wagon entrance to the pen, this 
entrance being about 40 feet long by 
15 feet wide, and leading to the public 
street through another double gate of 
steel. This outside gate was locked, 
but the desperate convicts were de- 
terred hut for a moment. Placing 
their nitroglycerin under the outside 
gate, they blew an opening through 
the massive steel doors, and before 
the smoke had cleared the opening 
they had dashed through a number of 
trusty convicts working in the street, 
and ran madly for 12 blocks. 


Almost before the four escaping 


convicts had covered the distance of 
one block the prison officials, heavily 
armed, were in pursuit, shooting as 
they ran. Pedestrians jumped behind 
trees, ran into houses, and crouched 
down behind any obstacle that pre- 
sented refuge. A desperate fear garve 
speed to the convicts, and they outran 
their pursuers. Near the Missouri 
Pacific railroad depot they came upon 
a wagon being driven by Orville K. 


Jumping into this wagon, they 


seized Lane and held him to act as a 
shield from the bullets of their pur- 
suers. One convict lashed the horses 
into a run. The wild ride was of short 
duration, however, as another posse, 
consisting of city police augmented 
by citizens, appeared in front of them, 
and seeing that further flight was cut 
off they stopped and made a desperate 
stand. Lane was thrown to the bot- 
tom of the wagon, and crouching over 
him, 
shielding themselves to the best 


possible advantage behind the sides 
of the vehicle, they opened fire, back 
to back, on their pursuers. The prison 
officials shouted to them to surrender 
or they would be shot dead. Their 
only reply was a volley from their re- 
volvers. The posse got 'behind trees 
and shot with telling effect, splinter- 
ing the- wagon and finally putting a 
bullet through one of the convicts, 
who fell to the ground. Thereupon, 
seeing that death was inevitable and 
further resistance useless, the con- 
victs surrendered. It was found that 
Convicts Vaughn and Blake were suf- 
fering from bullet wounds. Tbe con- 
victs were immediately taken back to 
the pen. A rigid investigation was 
immediately held to ascertain from 
what source the mutineers obtained 
their weapons and explosives. 


Convict Vaughn from St. Louis was 


sentenced for 35 years for first de- 
gree robbery. 
Vaughn was a mem- 


ber of the Morris-Rosenau gang, with 
which three detectives fought a ter- 
riflc battle on Chestnut street, in St. 
Louis. 
One detective was shot dead 


and theothertwo detectives died later 
in the city hospital from wounds. 
Charles Raymond from St. Louis was 
sentenced for three years for burglary 
and 
larceny. 
Hiram Blake 
from 


Grundy county is also serving a three- 
year sentence for burglary and lar- 
ceny. George Ryan from Kansas City, 
known as the "ice box" man. is serv- 
ing a. sentence of eight years, Eli 
Zeigler from Warrensburg was sen- 
tenced to three years for_ robbing 
dead bodies at a railroad wreck.

New York, Nov 2.".—in the course 


of an inquiry into the transactions 
participated in by the No.v Toil; Lifp 
Insurance company, Milton M Madi- 
son, a bookkeeper o£ the New York 
Life, ga\e interestirg 'e^tmony bo- 
fore the insurance in<n:isiticn. It was 
brought out that in the ca=e of the 
United States Steel corporation syn- 
dicate, the managers of which were 
J. P. Morgan & Company, there ap- 
peared in one instance a profit due to 
the New York Life of ?S7,187, from 
which was deducted, no reason being 
given, the sum of $50,310 paid to An- 
drew Hamilton, who has been de- 
scribed in the course of the investiga- 
tion as the "insurance legislative gen- 
eralissimo." It appeared from 
rec- 


ords produced that an account of J. 
P. Morgan &. Company with Hamilton 
showed that in December, 1901, that 
firm had advanced to Hamilton the 
sum of ?5G,720; that on Oct 1, 1902, 
this sum amounted with interest to 
$59,310, and that it v.as then cancele: 
by the entry of that amount to Ham 
ilton's 
credit. The 
entry of 
this 


amount in the account of the Ne>v 
York Life read "as per canceled state 
ment and arrangement with Mr. G. W 
Perkins." It was also developed that 
the participation in the syndicate of 
the 
New York 
Life was 
eu'ected 


through the New York Security and 
Trust company, by whicn one-fourth 
of the profits of the former company 
were retained. 


Pressed by Mr. Hughes to

whether he knew of any other in- 
stance of money due to the New York 
Life being paid to a third party, as m 
the Hamilton case, Mr. Madison re 
called the payment in 1901 
to George W. Perkins, representing 
the profit on a loan of $930,000 to the 
Boston firm of Kidder, Peabody & 
Company. The profit, witness said, 
came in the form of a check on the 
First National bank, which he cashed, 
giving the money to Perkins. What 
the latter did with it the witness did 
not know. No entry of the transac- 
tion was made on the books of ths 
New York Life.

JAMES X. ADA3I. 


John S. Sargent, the famous painter,

In 1893 he 
was elected :i member of the board of 
couuciluien. Owing to his familiarity 
with the success of the municipal own- 
ership idea- in his native laud Mr. 
Adam became an enthusiastic support- 
er of the principle and as a councilman 
stood out against the disposal of pub- 
lic franchises to private corporations. 
In l!Hjl he was nominated on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket as alderman from a ward 
considered to be a Republican strong- 
hold and was elected, party liucs be- 
ing disregarded. Two years later he 
was again elected a councilman. He 
was nominated by the Democrats for 
mayor this fall on a platform declaring 
emphatically for municipal ownership 
and was elected by a majority ot" near- 
ly 10.0<">. although last year, when Mr. 
IJoosevelt raj for president, the city 
went Republican by about in.onn. Mr. 
Adam is a typical Scotchman and has 
been known as a persistent and fear- 
less fighter for policies he believes to 
be right.

Curtis Guild, Jr., the Repub- 
lican candidate lor governor, wlio fa- 
vors a conservative revision of the tar- 
iff by the Republicans iu congress, was 
elected by a plurality of 215.110, while 
his associate on the ticket, Mr. Draper, 
who has opposed tariff revision, was 


elected on the face 
of the returns by 
a plurality of only 
1.090, and the Dem- 
ocrats decided to 
contest his election. 


Mr. Draper re- 


sides in Hopedale, 
where he was born 
on June IT, 1S,">8, 
being the youngest 
son of George Dra- 
per, well known iu 
his time as a man- 
ufacturer aud the 


founder of various industrial enter- 
prises. After attending the public aud 
private schools of his native town, Mr. 
Draper entered the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. He was then fif- 
teen. He took a course in engineering 
and on leaving college began work in 
machine shops, serving in different de- 
partments in various industries until 
he was twenty-one, when he became a 
partner in the firm of George Draper & 
Sons. He is now identified with numer- 
ous corporations. He married in 1SS3 
Miss Nannie Bristow, a daughter of the 
late Benjamin H. Bristow, once secre- 
tary of the treasury. Mr. Draper was 
one of the founders of the famous 
Home Market club.

will at least be the last of the absolute 
monarch? of the Russian, empue. The 
dynasty which he represents is an old 
one as djuasties go In modern times 
Though the number of its jears does 
not compare with thoae of the dynas- 
ties which luiod Egvpt and Babylonia 
and other 01 Cental countries before the 
Christian eia, the hotibe of Romanoff 
has reached a fairly respectable old 
age. It is 292 years smce Michael Fe- 
odorovitch, first of the Romanofls, was 
chosen czar by the bo>UiS, or noble- 
men. Previous to his tune Russia as 
an, empire had had a piecanous and 
Interrupted ex- 
istence.

Slavs, of whom we first hear about the 
sixth century A D. They wcie over 
run by a tribe of nortbmcn called Rus; 
hence the name "Russia " 


The Slavs threw off the yoke of the 


Rus, but in 862, toin by internal dis- 
searfon and anarchy, invited the Rus 
ch.ef Rurik to become their mler. It 
was he who laid the foundation of tlie 
Russian empire over which his family 
reigned for the long period of seven 
centuries 
It was not until about lOu 


years after his time that Christianity 
was introduced into the empire by 
Queen Olg<i Ihe Russians took their 
religion, their art and architecture and 
to a large extent their customs from 
Constantinople and for their models of 
life looked to that eitj, which for cen- 
turies before'Its conquest by the Turk 
was a gte<it center of learning and civ- 
ilization. In the thirteenth centuiy 
came the Mongol invasion, and for 300 
years the history of Russia is a history 
of attempts to overthrow and drive out 
the invaders. 
The house of Runk 


ceased to east in 1598 with the po,son- 
ing of Feodor I., and it was in 1G13 
tnat the first of the Romanoffs came to 
the throne. He promoted internal pros- 
perity and extended the borders of the 
empire to the Pacific, but it was not 
•until the time of Peter the Great, 
whose re'-' i began in 1G39, that Russia 
really bee i ne a potent factor in the 
affairs of I irope. 


Peter t j Great is considered the 


most colossal figure in Russian history. 
He was, indeed, the first monarch to 
bear the title of emperor of Russia It 
was he wht> in 1703 founded St. Peters-

the methods 
of higa finance and 


brought men high up in the financial 
world into the limelight "of disgrace. 
It was Mr. Lawson who told of the in- 
iquities of some of the life insurance 
companies long before the Equitable 
squable began and before Inquisitor 
Hughes began to apply the probe in 
New York. The disclosures of the New 
York insurance investigation still in 
progress have startled the whole world. 
Lawson who has spent a million to 
drive out the men who have plunder- 
ed the insurance companies, proposes 
TO get control of the New York Life 
and Mutual and vote in new men. He 
will turn over the proxies to leading 
men who will vote them and will not 
himself control the vote. 


Newark policy holders while inten- 


sely interested in the Lawson 
plan 


have not-, taken concerted action. No 
meeting'has been held here but doubt- 
less many have mailed there proxies 
to the Boston financier. In the neigh- 
boring towfl of Zanesville the insur- 
ance -matter will be brought to 
the 


attention of the Chamber of Commerce 
on Monday night, Dec. 4. Saturday's 
Zanesville Times-Recorder says: 


It was at the meeting of the direc- 


tors of the chamber of commerce last 
Monday that E. M. Ayers was appoint- 


ed a committee of one to draft resolu- 
tions, these to be presented 
at 
the 


monthly meeting on December 4. It is 
expected that at this meeting a large 
number will attend who will vote their 
proxies to Lawson. 


During the last few days 
a large 


number of Zanesville 
citizens have 


conferred with E. M. Ayers a number 
of these making known that favet that 
they have already given Lawson prox- 
ies on their policies, also a number of 
others who are ready and waiting to 
give their proxies. 


Lawson asks not that he be given 


the proxies of policyholders to vote as 
he likes, but asks that he' be given 
them to vote for a committee that will 
represent the policyholders. 


This committee proposed by Lawson 


to be organized to vote the sentiments 
of the policyholders, is to be of gov- 
ernors of several states, 'men in whom 
confidence can be placed. The names 
of this committee of governors are to 
be submitted to the policyholders 10 
days or two weeks earlier than 
the 


time to vote, that if any are not want- 
ed they ned not be placed on the 
committee. 


The Ohio Life Policy Holders' asso- 


ciation, of Cincinnati, is greatly in- 
terested in the action taken in this 
city with reference to voting proxies. 
This association, recently formed, is 
organizing to influence better laws in 
Ohio and is also affiliated with other 
associations in. other states."

Lawson says he lost over 
$12,000.000 throng the "system" method 
of financiering and he has been getting 
even by telling the people how high 
finance is managed, ilis articles have 
been more widely read than any pub- 
lished in year?.

Companion. It was called migratory 
on account of the long journeys it 
sometimes 
made. Occasionally for 


reasons of their own, 
probably in 


search of food, these squirrels used 


j to migrate from one part of the coun- 
try to another 
in great numbers. 


Once started on one of these migra- 
tions, neither mountains nor rivers 
'could stop them and'they devoured 
'everything eatable that came in their 
way. 
Audubon describes one which 


he witnessed: It was in 1S19, when 
we were descending the Ohio river in 
a flatboat, chiefly with the intenffon 
of seeking for birds then unknown 
to us. 
About 100 miles below Cin- 


cinnati, as we were floating down the 
stream, we observed a large number 
of squirrels swimming across the riv- 
er, and we continued to see them at 
various places until we had nearly 
reached Smithland, a town about 100 
miles above the mouth of the Ohio. 
At times they were strewn, as it were 
over the surface of the water, some 
i of them, being fatigued, sought a few 
moments' rest on our long steering 
oar, which hung into the water in a 
slanting direction over the stern of 
our boat. The boys along the shores 
and in boat? were killing the squir- 
rols in great numbers, although most 
of them got across.

It may be -necessary 
to abcish some offices that Democrats 
would like to fill, hut at any rate the 
appropriations must be kept at

minimum.

the Democratic legislators will pondei 
over when they meet here next -week 
is the free system for the remunera- 
tion of county officers. 
The party is 


pledged to the enactment of a reason-1 
able salary law. but there is strong) 
sentiment an favor of coupling withj 
it a system of fees up to a certain 
maximum in order to insure to the 
several counties an amount of revenue. 
which it is feared will not lie collected 
if fees are abolished altogether. The 
salaries lo be fixed under the new law 
will probably he accompanied by a 
percentage of collections to go to 
county officers. How to make the law 
effective for revenue purposes and at 
the same time equitable and fair, is 
•nn small problem.

Certain Great Evils. 


STRENGTHENS ELK1NS ACT 


ADVOCATE PATTERNS FROM THE LATEST NEW 


' YORK FASHIONS, 


Amendment, He Holds, Makes It Ap- 


plicable to Every Form of Discrimi- 
nation and to Excessive Rates and 
Rebates—Powers of Interstate 
Com- 


merce Commission Not Enlarged. 


Washington, NOT 25.—At the ses- 


sion of the senate committee on inter- 
state commerce, Senator Foraker of 
Ohio explained the provisions of his 
hill to amend the interstate commerce 
law. 
After the adjournment of the 


session Senator Foraker issued the 
following statement relative to the 
bill: 


"The results desired by the presi- 


dent should be accomplished, but if 
they can be secured without confer- 
ring the rate-making power on the 
interstate commerce commission or 
any other governmental agency, a 
number of very troublesome legal 
questions will be avoided, such as the 
constitutional prohibition against giv- 
ing preference to the ports of one 
state over those of another, the right 
t® delegate--executive power- and-.all 
questions as to the power of the court 
to review the legislative act of mak- 
ing rates except m cases that are 
confiscatory, etc. 


"The great evil to be reached and 


dealt with is discrimination. Tlrjs 
takes the form of discrimination be- 
tween the localities and individuals. 
It is practiced under numerous guises 
and devices, such as terminal charges, 
elevator charges, refrigerator charges, 
private car line charges, classifica- 
tion, false weights, refusal to supply 
cars equally to shippers, and in nu- 
merous other ways. 


"The basis of the most important 


feature of the bill I ha.-, e presented is 
the third section of the Elkins act. I 
have sought to amend it so as to 
make it applicable not only to every 
form of discrimination that can arise, 
but also to excessive rates as well as 
rebates, and I have sought to make 
the law available to the humblest 
shipper in the land, ana to ma:ce It 
immediately respcnsr.e whenever he 
may see fit to invoke. 


"The proposition of the bill is that 


upon complaint and the showing of 
probable cause, the case shall be 
heard on its merits in the first in- 
stance in the court where full relief 
can be granted. This is not a delay 
to the shipper, because it will take 
no longer, stating it conservatively, 
to try the case before the court in the 
firsi instance than it would to try it 
before the interstate commerce com- 
mission, and the probabilities are that 
any judge of the circuit cor.rt c/ the 
United States accustomed to hearing 
witnesses, applying the law and dis- 
posing of li'igated questions, sitting 
in equity, would try the case in much 
less time than the interstate com- 
merce commission or any other simi- 
lar body would require. 


"Another feature of the bill pro- 


vides for the appointment of expert 
examiners who. under the direction 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, can make an examination at any 
time of all books, documents and pa- 
per? of any railroad that relate to in- 
terstate transportation of commerce. 
This will enable the commission to 
ascertain the facts and somre evi- 
derirr-
